Innovator met with a jostle ronndiupthe 
last turn, which destroyed his chance. Lydia S. 
showed the way for the first quarter, Iznik 
second. Two of the seventeen starters got away 
badly. Lydia S., after the parade, returned to 
the paddock to have a new girth placed. 

It leaked out after the race that Mr. Clark, 
owner of Hermoso, a man known as having a 
penchant for long shots, had been told by the 
Minyon party that the filly had a chance. Clark 
placed $10 straight and $10 show in several 
books at 30 and .5, O'Leary cashing three of 
these tickets. Rome Respass said that his 
colt, John Grigsby lost because the boy failed 
to draw his whip, but the jockey could not be 
blamed as the colt's distaste for the gad is 
known to all about the stable. Minyon is a full 
sister to Sad Sam. 

The Cuban Girl beat Lillie Pantland easily, 
but it is probable that she would have had a 
tussle with Cinera, provided Griffin’s filly had 
not got tangled up at the start. Cinera ran fast 
the last quarter. 

Topmast, a decidedly well-backed favorite, 
was unfortunately shut out when Mr. Dwyer got 
the horses well aligned and dropped the flag. 
His jockey seemed too light to do the horse 
justice and he was never dangerous. Eva Rice 
made the pace and was not headed until a few 
strides from the wire, where Malay, after a hard 
drive through the homestretch, got up and 
won. 

Dr. Rowell, in St. Cuthbert, threw over the 
plate his second winner of the day. The old 
horse led the party jauntily and won pulling 
up. .\lbert Simons thought Orion had a 
chance and backed him tor a trifle. Rival Dare 
made a fine bid in the last sixteenth. Old Sau- 
gus received some support. 

O’Connell’s 1 K)71 is within one-quarter second 
of the track record. O'Connell, backed from 3 
to 1 down to 7 to 5, won without difficulty com- 
ing on from third position when ready. Jim 
Gore II. was backed by Poole at 20 to 1 and 
showed the way for a time. King Carnival, 
who ran a close third, threw his jockey by a 
stumble at the post and raced at least two miles 
before being caught and remounted, which 
makes his performance in the race a remark- 
able one. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



Burns & Waterhouse, the famous California 
racing firm, have decided to remove their ex- 
tensive breeding establishment from California 
to Missouri. Joseph A. Murphy, secretary of 
the St. Louis Fair Association, is authority for 
the above announcement. He is the presiding 
judge at the Oakland track, in which Burns & 
Waterhouse are heavily interested. 

“Burns & Waterhouse have an extensive 
breeding ranch near Sacramento,’’ said Mr. 
Murphy recently. “They have a lease on a 
ranch which adjoins J. B. Haggin's famous 
Rancho del Paso, the biggest breeding stud in 
the world. Bums & Waterhouse intend to 
secure a farm in southern Missouri. George 
Tuttle, their agent, will come east this summer 
for the purpose of locating a place. He told me 
that his^employers thought pretty well of the 
Ozark Mountain foothills, and if it is possible to 
secure afbig, well-watered farm in that part of 
Missouri, the Bums & Waterhouse breeding 



establishment will be transferred there. The 
phenomenal success of Barney Schreiber’s great 
two-year-old filly, Sofala, who was bred in St. 
Louis county, has been the bigge.«t kind of an 
advertisement for Missouri. She is beyond a 
doubt one of the best young.sters ever bred in 
this country, and the fact that she comes from 
Missouri proves conclusively that this state is 1 
capable of protlucing just as good race horses | 
as Kentucky or Tennessee. 

“Miss(»uri-bred saddle horses are noted the 
world over and the day is not far distant 
when Missouri-bred thoroughbreds will be 
equally as famous. California produces big 
horses, but they never have any winter out 
there, and breeders claim that thoroughbreds 
do better in a climate like we have in this 
part of the country. This fact accounts for J. 
B. Haggin’s continued investments in Kentucky 
and Burns & tVaterhouse’s determination to 
come to Missouri. The acquisition of the Burns 
& Waterhouse breeeding establishment will 
certainly be a big thing for this state. Both 
members of the firm are millionaires. Colonel 
Daniel M. Burns being one of the republican 
leaders of California. He and his partner, 
Clarence Waterhouse, developed the famous 
Candelaria silver mine in Mexico. Their racing 
stable is one of the most extensive in America. 
They had about sixty head of horses in training 
last winter and led the winning owners at San 
Francisco. Lucidia, a Missouri-bred filly by 
Buckmaster, from J. D. Lucas’ Goodwood Stud 
in St. Louis county, is one of the speediest two- 
year-olds in the Burns & Waterhouse stable. 

“Take Notice, the sire of the good two-year- 
old RoBick, and Altamax, one of the best sons 
of Maxim, are the leading stallions at Burns & 
Waterhouse’s stud. Paloma, dam of Yellow 
Tail and Miss Rowena, and Free Love, dam of 
Midlove, Dunfree and Lovedal, are two of the 
most noted producing matrons in their brood- 
mare band, which also includes Sweet Faver- 
dale.
